Health Commissioner Dixon's Great 


Task Is to Reclaim the Waters 


of the State From 


Pollution.

Hundreds of communities hang In the 
balance and at any time may have an 
epidemic of typhoid

tbiough their midst and decimating 
their numbers Hundreds of the young 
and best lives of the commonwealth 
are annually sacrificed to the unsani- 
tary customs of sewage disposal. Poi- 
son material of human origin from 
public and private institutions, sewers 
and privies are emptied into streams 
at points but short distances above wa- 
ter works intakes, and in a few hours 
thereafter are delivered through the 
water pipes of public systems to many 
innocent and unsuspecting individuals, 
who rest secure m the belief that tha 
public authorities, having in charge 
the furnishing of drinking wator, and 
who are responsible for the purity of 
the water thus supplied, are faithfully 
pertormlng their obligations. 


Public 
and 
private 
corporations, 


however, even when earnestly inclined, 
are often limited in their powers to 
prevent sewage contamination of the 
sources of water supply. 


After yeais o£ affliction, and at a 


terrific cost in human life, it has finally 
dawned upon the people that a higher 
authority than the municipality musl 
grapple with the problem and afford 
remedy. 
It is, therefore, of interest 


to every citizen of the commonwealth 
to know about the work that Health 
Commissioner Dlxon Is doing to pre 
serve the purity of the waters of the 
state in fulfillment of the duty laid 
upon him by the act of April 22 
1905. 


The enormity of the task is com 


prehended when one realizes the fac 
that 
almost 
without an exception 


every city, borough and municipality 
In Pennsylvania having a sewer sys 
tern discharges its filth Into the mos 
convenient nearby stream, regardless 
of consequences to the user of lha 
stream at some point below. 


Further, where there arc, no sew 


ers, privies are almost universally lo 
cateil on or near the banks of natura 
water courses, which thus serve as 
open sewers. 
By no known mathe- 


matics Is it poSfeible to compute the 
extent of evil, the misery, expense 
poverty, lifelong suffering 
and deatl 


which this custom entails; but it Is 
fact that a large amount o£ it all would 
be driven from the state if sanitar; 
methods 
of sewage 
disposal 
were 


adopted. 


It is the privilege, as well as the 


duty, of the State Health Commission- 
er to bring about just this result. No 
short sighted, vacillating and radical 
policy could be successful in such a 
great undertaking. It will necessarily 
be the work of years to undo the cus- 
toms of generations and establish uni- 
versal healthful conditions. 
Its suc- 


cess in a measure depends upon the 
enlightenment and co-operation of the 
people. The stupidity and skepticism 
'of a preoccupied and selfish populace 
is a barrier to quick results. 
Where 


the public conscience 
is quickened, 


voluntary reforms will be inaugurated 
and benefits will be at once secured. 
In other cases the law will have to be 
invoked and enforced. 


The Chief Engineer of the Depart- 


ment, F. Herbert Snow, and his assis- 
tants are now traversing every part of 
the State, making examinations of 
sewerage systems and water supplies 
and collecting data with respect to the 
quality of all of the waters In Penn- 
sylvania. More than this is being done, 
sources of pollution and menaces which 
can te abated at once are reported to 
the commissioner, and in many cases 
a request on his part to the owner 
of the premises is sufficient to cause 
a removal of the nuisance. The num- 
ber of letters of encouragement and 
co-operation in this kind of reform 
received by the commissioner splendid- 
ly illustrates the willingness of the cit- 
izens of the state to do what is right. 
In a few cases owners wilfully refuse 
to do away with the causes of disease, 
In which event they are being brought 
into court or forced to comply with the 
law. 


Another Important feature of 'the 


commissioner's work is appealing to 
the municipalities, namely, the utiliz- 
ing free of cost to them of the services 
of the engineering department in con- 
sultation and advice respecting the In- 
stallation of new water works and sew- 
er systems and the extensions of exist- 
ing systems. TJiis engineering service 
floes not interfere with the work of 
the engineer in private practice, but 
Increases it. The state department 
gives free of cost the very best engi- 
neering advice procurable, which has 
already resulted In saving to munici- 
palities large sums of money by ob- 
viating costly mistakes. In carrying 
out the general advice and suggestions 
of the state department, the municipal- 
ities must employ their own engineers, 
but before plans are finally adopted 
the] pass for approval to the health 
commissioner. Dr. Dixon confidently 
asserts that through his engineering 
division he will save to the munici- 
palities in the state hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, and at the same time 
work with the local authorities in car- 
rying out local improvements.

Tom Murray, God be good to him, 


was beyond doubt the greatest baseball 
player Bristol ever produced; he certain- 
ly was the small boy's idol, next to 
George 
Washington 
or 
Ohriotopher 


Columbus. Those were the days when 
barn' door, mitts and face masks were 
unknown quantities. The catcher stood 
back and caught tbe ball on first bounce 
until the second stiike was called on 
tbe batsman or he bad succeeded in 
reaching lirst base, then the 
catcher 


took- his place just bauk of the batter, 
bis only protection being in ducking his 
head as he caught the ball in order to 
avoid any foul tip giving him a blacken- 
ed eye or broken nose. That's where Tom 
was at his best. Why it was even known 
that when a runner would attempt to 
steal second Tom would grasp the bat- 
mau's stick with bis left band, eaten 
tbe ball with his right and throw the 
man out every time. I 


Poor "Pedlar" Kehill, the God have 


mercy on him, was a wonder in those 
days tso. "Micky" as bit mother used to 
call him was great on the underhand 
pitch, and the speed at which he could 
nnd the ball over the plate was a caation 
;o all beholders. But occasionally some 
raw-boned 
countryman would find the 


ball fairly on the end of his bat, then 
he rest of the players would take a re- 
cess vt bile the outfielders chased 
the 


eather covered sphere to the other end 
of the town. 


There was another great 
twirler in 


those days, Mr. Dickay by name, and 
umpire Wheeler's or was it Tellingp, Mr. 
Editor, oft repeated injnnction, '"Keep 
jour arm down, Mr. Dickey!" was pnssert 
Krouiid by tne youngsters long after that 
gentleman ceased to be a factor in the 
local baseball circles. 


"Patchem" Flynn belonged to the lat- 


ter class which introduced the regular 
curved ball as we have it today. "Patch- 
em'' threw a slow curve which the batter 
found very difficult to land outside tbe 
diamond. 


"Jersey" McDonald was the greatest 


second baseman ot that time in Bristol 
and I doubt very much if any of the pres- 
ent day players have duplicated bis suc- 
cess. 


'Doc" Potts gave early promise of 


making a fine player, but increasing 
weight caused his star to pule before 
it had reached it's zenith. 


I might remark in passing, that one of 


these veterans, though a, very good player 
was a slow base runner. One day he 
was laboriously striving to reach base 
when a fair enthusiast yelled out excited- 
ly, "If that man was carrying a basket of 
eggs they would hatch out before he 
reached second." 


The onmshing years, however, have 


made • great change; 
the player of 


yesterday has been forced aside by hia 
younger brother of today. 


Some of the old ball tossers have gone 


out into the world, and have been as suc- 
cessful in the game of life as they were 
npon the local diamond, among whom I 
might mention James Murray, who is a 
very prominent and influential citizen of 
New Haven, Connecticut. But most of 
tbe pioneers 
have made their 
last 


"home run" and I sincerely trust thut 
not one of them has been pnt out at 
"home plate."

The Perils of Measles. 


"I am not a bit surprised," said 


Health Oomraissioner Samuel Q. Dlxon 
at Harrtobnrg Saturday, "at the report 
got from Wilkes-Barre that a mother 
there placed one of her children in bed 
with Its little brother who had measles In 
order th*t the healthy child might, as 
she said, 'get the disease and be over 
with it.' 


"Perhaps this seems like a very ex- 


traprdinary and impossible case, yet in 
a way it is quite an usual one. for al- 
though mothers do not perhaps place 
children in bed with an afflicted one 
suffering 
from measles, they take so 


few it any precautions to guard the well 
children from the disease, that it may 
be said they openly invite the contagion. 
And their explanation that measles is 
something everybody has to have once in 
a lifetime; that it 1> far less harmful In 
childhood than in later years, and that, 
therefore, like the Wilkes-Barre mother, 
they think it better !or all their chil- 
dren to rna the measles gamut. 


"I wiin I could make every mother in 


Pennsylvania understand what • danger- 
ous dlsaue measles is; and more than 
that, I wish I oonld get the mothers to 
appreciate he fallacy of the belief that 
measles is R necessary evil. There is no 
more need of our children having meas- 
les than there is of them having scarlet 
fever, and when we consider that there 
are many more children die from meas- 
les and its complications that from soar- 
let lever, it will be seen how necessary 
It ia to educate our people to the need 
of protecting themselves and others 
against this disease. 


"We most impress upon the people 


that besides the danger of death, the lam 
entable affliction of damaged eyesight or 
hearing frequently follows in its wake. 
Tuberculosis is a frequent result, and, in 
fact, few otner diseases are so apt to be 
followed by serious results, as the tra 
dltlonallr 'harmless' measles." 


Health Commissioner Dixon eaid that 


the Department of Health proposes to 
have a placard of warning placed on the 
premises where measles exist*. The rules 
of the department require exclusion from 
school of patienti and those exposed, 
and disinfection of the premises. 


Theie precautionary measures Health 


Commissioner Dlxon says will be vigor- 
ously carried out. "We must out down 
the deplorable number of cases of m»as 
les that our Pennsylvania records are 
showing today," he declares.
